The Lincoln Trust company of 
Gettysburg was only one of 4,000 
hanks in the United States to go 
out of existence within the last 
few* years, according to Dan V. 
Stephens, president of the Fre­ 
mont State hank, at Fremont, 
Nebraska, who gave that num­ 
ber of consolidations or failures 
in an address before the Ameri­ 
can Bankers’ association conven­ 
tion at Houston, Texas, yester- 
dav. 
Favorable prospects in in­ 
dustrial and mercantile lines for 
192H were forecast by Melvin H. 
Taylor, president of the national 
bankers’ organization. The Lin­ 
coln Trust was consolidated the 
first of last January w*ith the 
Gettysburg National, whose pres­ 
ident. I. L. Taylor, is attending 
the Texas convention. 


Speaking of local hanks, the 
First National bank of Gettys­ 
burg is making ranid progress on 
the extensive improvements to its 
banking rooms, although the work 
is naturally 
slow*er than 
most 
construction enterprises because 
of the large amount of material 
that must be made especially for 
the job here. Edmund W. Thomas, 
executive vice president of the 
First National, promises the gen­ 
eral public an opportunity to in­ 
spect the modern banking rooms 
as soon as the work is completed, 
which will probably ta* about the 
first of January. 


The cost of collecting the bal­ 
lots of the 1926 general election

Clem Hartman, teacher, ran across 
the Lincoln Highway, directly in the 
path of the oncoming truck, which 
was driven by Dewey Gross, of Han­ 
over, according to state highway mo­ 
tor patrolmen, who investigated the 
fatality. 
'Hie patrolmen said the 
accident was unavoidable and releas­ 
ed Gross. 
The truck was traveling west at 
the time, proceeding at a fair rate 
of speed, according to reports, and 
was apparently under full control of 
the driver. 
When Gross saw chil­ 
dren at the side of the road and then 
saw them start to run across, he is 
said to have started to 
apply 
the 
brakes to his machine. 
The McKinney girl apparently was 
unaware of the approaching machine 
for she ran directly in its path, being 
knocked down by one of the front 
wheels which passed over her chest. 
Children Were Playing 
Gross stopped the truck, and com­ 
mandeered another machine to bring 
the injured child to the hospital. 
The accident occurred during the 
noon-day recess. 
The McKinney girl 
and an older sister, Pauline, attended 
Flohr’s school, taking their dinners 
with them.
